It  appeals  to  our 
humane  sensibilities,  and  touches  and 
arouses  a keener  feeling  of  responsibility 
for  the  dependent,  and  all  such  as _Jt»ave 
claims  upon  our  benevolence.  The  ten- 
dency of  which  is  to  suppress  any  desire, 
whatever,  to  shift  the  ordinary  responsi- 
bilities of  hdraan  relations,  to  other  shoul- 
ders. or  to”ask  “am  I my  brother’s  keeper.”
